REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Conclusion 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior arts of record Sekizawa (US PGPub: 2002/0138612) and Coussement (US 
PGPub 2002/0114278) does not teach nor suggest in detail that each of the plurality of 
network components is monitorable by each of the other of the plurality of network 
components via the processing unit, and equipped for monitoring each of the other 
plurality of network components via the communication unit; furthermore Sekizawa 
does not teach or suggest that an agent unit is monitorable by a printer, let alone that a 
voice call state of the agent unit is monitored. 

2. Sekizawa discloses a machine monitor system for monitoring the state of each of 
a plurality of machines connected via a computer network, a local monitor unit and an 
integrated monitor unit making up such a machine monitor system. Coussement 
discloses periodically polling of each agent station, for hardware and software 
capabilities (e.g., periodic upgrading).
